During the week, Sierra 
Madre’s Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment will conduct out¬ 
side demonstrations in both 
the public schools and the 
parochial schools In Sierra 
Madre giving the boys and 
girls a first hand opportun¬ 
ity to see them at work. The 
highlight of the week will 
be on Saturday, October 11 
when otur Fire Department 
will hold an open house 
from 10 a.m. until 4 p.m. 
during which time the fire 
equipment will be on dis¬ 
play for public inspection. 

TTiis year’s National slo¬ 
gan for Fire Prevent i o .n 
Week, “Fire Hurts” was 
established by the National 
Fire Protection, Association. 
Our own local slogan is: 
“Don’t Give Fire A Place To 
Start.” The choosing of 
“Fire Hurts” as a national 
slogan is understandable 
when one realizes that a 
yearly average of 6,500 lives 
are lost in fires in the 
home. Of this number, 2,100 
are children, one-third of 
whom are alone or without 
proper sqpervision at the 
time of a fire emergency. 
Money-wise, the yearly 
average loss Is $425 million 
worth, of housing, furnish¬ 
ings and personal belong¬ 
ings all lost in some 612,000

SENSING THE NEWS 

AROUND THE U. S. CAPITOL 
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‘Must - Do’ 


The 91st Congress, which hemmed and hawed through 
its iirst eight months with little perceptible result, faced 
a veritable mountain of "must-do” business when it re¬ 
turned from a three-week summer vacation. 

If the Congress is to achieve any success — as mea¬ 
sured by the performance yardstick — the hours are 
going to be long and hard before recess. Controversy 
will be rife. But so will be the opportunity to build a 
record of lasting quality. 

In eight months. Congress compiled what the Con¬ 
gressional Quarterly called "a rather sparse record.” How¬ 
ever, committee hearings and presidential messages, which 
themselves were slow in coming from the White House, 
sketch the outline for important and interesting action. 

President Nixon, following the go-slow principle he 
outlined during his campaign, waited until midsummer 
to unfoid his program. In recent weeks he sent Congress 
programs for welfare overhaul, federal aid to mass transit, 
sharing of federal revenues with state and local govern¬ 
ments, expansion of unemployment insurance coverage 
and reorganization of the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion. 

These subjects must be faced. But there are many, 
many more: 

Reform of the postal system, extension of farm and 
anti-poverty programs, pians to combat organized crime, 
selective service reform, electoral college revision, water 
pollution control and consumer protection measures. The 
Senate also has the nomination of Judge Clement P. 
Haynsworth Jr. to succeed Abe Fortas as an associate 
justice of the Supreme Court. 

And then there are two more — the Anti-Ballistic 
Missile system and tax reform. 

The ABM controversy, perhaps the hottest of the ses¬ 
sion, has not been resolved by any means. The House 
must approve it and the Senate will see it again and 
again as it takes up appropriations. The ABM opens the 
door to wider, and more deep-seated splits on the entire 
matter of military spending. The Pentagon, once the 
most sacrosanct of all government establishments, has 
become fair game to many members of the Democratic 
controilcd Congress. 

Tax reform could be tlie key to historical evaluation 
of the 91st Congress — and to many election hopes. I he 
House rushed through a bill revising tax exemptions 
and setting up new tax standards for many industries 
and for individuals. The House-passed measure has 
brought both applause and criticism but the bill’s future 
in the Senate certainly will be the focus of wide at¬ 
tention. , . 

For the consumer, there is a wide array of prospects. 
One is the proposal by California Senator George Mur¬ 
phy to protect the flow of food from farm to market 
while establishing guidelines for collective bargaining in 
agriculture. 

The Congress has its work cut out for it. 

Space Gift - A Better Life 

While the emotional and fiscal impact of Apollo 11 
lingers with us, in varying effects, there is growing con¬ 
sideration of the tremendous non-astoronomical benefits 
many of us have and will continue to receive because ot 
man's need to explore his universe. 

Gordon L. Ness, president of Ness Industriesof 
Palo Alto, for example, calls the $24 billion feat un 
questionably worth it tin) the national necessity, psy¬ 
chologically, to be a leader.” We can’t, however, stop 
there, lie says. We can’t separate that gam frorn the space 
program’s contribution to a better way of life lino g. 
fallout, or spinoff, already injected into our economy 

and still to come. 

Tliat fallout ranges from the teflon that makes our 
frying pan nonstick, to the remarkable and hfe-saviiig 
pacesetter - a highly miniaturized electronic device that 
can be implanted in the human body to keep the hcait 

’"‘"''^ike so many of the space program’s side bene¬ 
fits those derive from the need for extreme mmiatunza- 
tion and reliability. And the billions spent in their de¬ 
velopment will quickly bring civilian applications ot 
the new discoveries into the low-price field. 

What of the future? We will soon be a “wired com¬ 
munity,” Ness predicts. "We already have a coim 

munity being built near Orlando, Ha., where 20,000 
homes are being wired with computer terminals that 
will bring in television and be a link to the doctor, tlie 
bank, credit systems, all sorts of things.’ 

“You can see what a push the Apollo project gave 
the electronics revolution. It was just as much a revo¬ 
lution as was steam,” Ne.ss notes. To wliich Dr William 
B Hugle, head of Hugle Industries of Sunnyvale, offeis 
a final thought: “Without Apollo, we’d probably have 
gotten this far eventually — maybe in 30 years or 
niore . . . instead of a half-dozen. 

A giant leap. 

School the Year ’Round 

More than 600 school districts across our country 
today are looking for ways to relievo the pressure on 
their overcrowded facilities while, at the same time, im¬ 
proving educational opportunities for thousands. The task 

is awesome. . 

The answer may lie in an experiment being con¬ 
ducted in Atlanta involving a four-quarter plan for year- 
round schooling. This flexible scheme will allow its stu¬ 
dents to choose any quarter they like for their vacation. 
Or a student can attend school all year without inter¬ 
ruption. . , , , 

Dr. John W. Letson, superintendent of schools, makes 
a strong point for the plan. “It doesn’t make sense,” he 
says, “to close down schools in the summer-time when 
there is such a need for education. What’s the logic of 
turning 120,000 students into the streets all at the same 
time? There are thousands of kids who want a better 
education. There are thousands of teachers who need 
and want full-time employment.” 

One especially beneficial facet of Atlanta’s experi¬ 
ment is that it will help dropouts ease back into school 
during the more casual summer quarter, when teachers 
can take more time to work with them. Needy students 
can hold part-time jobs all year, attend school part 
time and still meet graduation requirements. In addi¬ 
tion, for teachers the new system means that they can 
earn higher pay if they desire to teach the entire four 
quarters. This added incentive has had so many teachers 
teaching the full year, that there has been little need 
to hire additional help. 

Money is a serious factor, of course, as Atlanta 
found to the extent of an extra 1.2 million dollars. But 
the plan’s potential merits would seem well worth the 
cost . . . and certainly well worth the careful study of 
other school districts. 


’The biggest “tax shelter” 
in the land Is owned by the 
monopoly unions. This fact 
should be brought home to 
every working, taxpaying 
citizen of the United States. 
Big Unionism shouldn’t be 
allowed to get away with 
pretending that it is sin¬ 
cerely interested in closing 
loopholes in the nation's tax 
laws. 

The union chiefs hope to 
trick the tax,payers into be¬ 
lieving that they are “on 
the side of the angels” in¬ 
sofar as tax reform is con¬ 
cerned. This was made clear 
as soon as the House of 
Representatives revealed the 
Tax Reform Bill of 1969. One 
of the provisions of the bill 
is that it applies a 100 per 
cent tax rate to any private 
foundation that uses its 
money “to carry out propa¬ 
ganda or otherwi.se attempt 
to influence legislation” and 
“to influence the outcome 
of any public election in¬ 
cluding voter registration 
drives.” 

No sooner had the Com- 
mitte’s stand been d i s - 
closed than the AFL-CIO 
Executive Council urged the 
Senate to “im,p.rove and 
strengthen” the bill and 
“guard against attempts by 
lobbyi.st.s to preserve and 
widen their .special interest 
loopholes.” 

Now, that’s on a par with 
a mouse hoping that a 
.housewife will lock up the 
cheese and buy two or three 
mouse-hrunting cats. No or¬ 
ganization in American so¬ 
ciety is more Interested in 
loopholes in the tax law 
than the unions. If they 
didn’t have access to the 
loopholes, they would be out 
of business as political ma¬ 
nipulators — and they know 
it. Yet the AFL-CIO Execu¬ 
tive Council brazenly pre¬ 
tends that it is opposed to 
special interest loopholes. 

Anyone familiar with the 
workings of politics at the 
.state or national level 
knows that the unions use 
tax-free dollars, collected 
under compulsion, to siuit 
their politieal purposes. 

The big stlek that unions 
use to achieve their political 
goals is the money they 
spend for the election of 
candidates they favor and 
the promotion of legislation 
that aids their efforts. A 
business firm has no tax- 
('xempt outlet to aid candi¬ 
dates or promote a specific 
bill. Any money a business 
gives to support the enter- 
pri.se system is money that 
is taxed. Yet a labor union 
has free rein to spend tax- 
exempt dollars as it wishes, 
disrupting industries and 
commiun.ities and engineer¬ 
ing the election of pro-union 
ca.ndid'ates. 

Tax-exempt union proper¬ 
ties are a privileged sanc¬ 
tuary in American life. 
Unions own or control apart¬ 
ment houses, banks, and 
myriad other properties. The 
banks controlled by unions 
can offer cut-rate loans to 
politicians — a particularly 
vicious way of influencing 
legislation. It has been esti¬ 
mated that unions derive 
approximately $1.5 billion 
annually from their busi¬ 
ness ve.ntiures and untaxed 
investments. The untaxed 
profits from these enter- 
pri.ses are used to promote 
partisan causes and cam¬ 
paigns. 

'liio outrage represented 
by this privileged sanctuary 
is compounded by the fact 
that it is a form of wealth 
built on slave labor — the 
unwilling contributions of 
union members, that is. 
Great numbers of Americans 
don’t want to join a union, 
but in many eases they 
have no choice. The unions 
take the position that they 
“own” jobs, and if a man 
wants to get on a business 


payroll or stay on It, he has 
to Join the union. In many 
unionized industries, t h ( 
Union worker lives with real 
physical fear. If he were to 
oppose the union leadership, 
he would be beaten up or 
worse. It is a fact to say 
that tremend’ous amounts 
in unjon dues are extracted 
by threat of force. 

Up to now Congress has 
closed its eyes to the co 
ercion basic to Big Unionism 
— to the intimidation of 
workers who don’t want 
their dollars to be spent 
supporting can,didates they 
oppose. The time is long ov¬ 
erdue when Congress starts 
paying attention to the “civ¬ 
il rights” of union members 
who are victims of ruthless, 
power-hungry union bosses. 
It’s also time that unions 
be compelled to pay taxes 
on their investments, just as 
everyone else has to do. 

Fi.nally, it is time for the 
nation’s lawmakers to Insist 
that unions be barred from 
spending money on political 
campaign through the agen¬ 
cy of tax-exempt “educa¬ 
tional” funds. The biggest 
loophole in the state law is 
the loophole that permits 
unions to operate as a state 
within a state, as agencies 
of special privilege. 

The Senate Finance Com¬ 
mittee has an obligation to 
all the citizens to remedy 
these wrongs a,nid to elimi¬ 
nate tax exemptions that 
enable unions to engage in 
political activity at the cost 
of the taxpayers.

Southern California as well as 
out-of-state. To avoid power 
shortages, we plan to build so that 
we won’t end up having all our ^ 
eggs in one electrical basket. 

But wherever we build, you 
can count on Edison to stress 
beautification. Because it involves 
you and your environment. To * 
us, that’s important.

11,000 of us work at Edison. Our 
ftunilies live here, too.
